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Kingston Council has been asked 
to pay back more than £120,000 in 
parking management fees for a 
service it has not delivered for two 
years. 

Kingston Federation of Resi¬ 
dents has called on the council to 
hand back money owed to its 
residents after it failed to enforce 
exclusive parking bays but contin¬ 
ued to take up to £30 a week for the 
service. 

The federation expects this to 
have affected about 200 tenants 
and leaseholders at estates across 
the borough, each who may have 
paid out more than £600 to the 
council with nothing in return. 

Paul Johnston, chairman of the 


federation, said: “We appreciate 
the pressures on the housing ser¬ 
vice, which is itself undergoing a 
major reorganisation, but it is un¬ 
acceptable that after two 
years, residents are still 
being charged for a 
service they don’t 
receive, and they 
have still not been 
refunded. 

“I’m sure that if I 
owed the council 
hundreds of 

pounds and had not 
paid my debts, I 
would have been in 
court a long time ago.” 

The Government banned 
clamping unauthorised vehicles 
in 2012, meaning the council can¬ 
not take action over illegally- 
parked vehicles in bays belonging 
to tenants and leaseholders. 


But Mr Johnston said the coun¬ 
cil should either guarantee exclu¬ 
sive use of a paid-for parking bay 
or do the “honest thing” by writ¬ 
ing to residents to advise 
them to stop making 
payments. 

Richard Grosvenor, 
secretary of the 
federation, said 
refunds had been 
slow and only for 
a handful who re¬ 
alised they were 
owed. 

The federation is 
also waiting for a re¬ 
view of estate parking 
services to be published - 
which it said had been put off four 
times already this year. 

A Kingston Council spokeswom¬ 
an said: “The parking enforce¬ 
ment arrangements changed 




in October 2012. Since that time 
a small number of people 
have raised the issue of their allo¬ 
cated spaces being used without 
authorisation. 

“We are looking at the best 
way to resolve this to protect 
spaces that have been allocated to 
individuals.” 

Councillor Ian George, lead 
member for housing, said: “There 
has not been a huge number of 
people contacting us for refunds, 
but we are dealing with them on a 
case by case basis. 

“If people think they can’t use a 
space they are paying for and are 
due a refund we will try and get it 
to them.”

Levy breaks 

Kingston homes on the borders of Mer¬ 
ton and Wandsworth could be due a tax 
refund, after it emerged a 99-year-old 
map was being used to determine who 
paid a certain woodland levy. 

Research by the Friends of Putney 
Common (FofPC) has revealed Wimble¬ 
don and Putney Commons Conservators 
(WPCC) has been using a map from 1915 
to establish the levy payment area. 

Traditionally homes within three 
quarters of a mile of the commons fall 
into the catchment area. 

But a revised map published by FofPC 
suggests some homes in new develop¬ 
ments have been incorrectly paying the 
levy through their council tax - includ¬ 
ing 21 houses in Kingston Hill Place. 

Other households, including develop¬ 
ments with hundreds of homes, have 
been wrongly excluded. 

A review is now under way to establish 
the number of properties incorrectly 
classified. 

A spokesman for FofPC said: “This sit¬ 
uation is completely unacceptable, par¬ 
ticularly as it has gone on for decades. 

“The conservators have failed to man¬ 
age the most basic requirement for col¬ 
lecting the levy - an accurate and 
reliable map.” 

David Devons, chairman of Wimble¬ 
don and Putney Commons, said: “The 
conservators have identified a number 
of apparent anomalies. 

“The conservators take their responsi¬ 
bilities towards the [commons] manage¬ 
ment very seriously, giving up many 
hours as volunteers to ensure the stew¬ 
ardship of the commons for benefit of 
levy-payers and other visitors.” 

FofPC has called for people to be able to 
reclaim their payments (on average £34 a 
year) - in some cases paid for decades.

Locks no obstacle for 
‘well-organised’ thieves

Tens of thousands of 
pounds-worth of jewellery 
has been stolen from two 
families in Tolworth. 

Police have urged vigilance 
after a series of burglaries 
by a “well-organised gang”, 
including at houses where 
windows were locked and 
CCTV installed. 

The two Tolworth homes 
were targeted on Friday, Oc¬ 
tober 17. 

When one victim left their 


house they saw a man on a 
bike shining a light into 
their car - and their house 
was burgled just five min¬ 
utes later, even though the 
house was locked. 

A dark-coloured Audi, with 
the partial registration 
MK07, was seen parked near¬ 
by at 8.30pm. 

PCSO David Crookshank 
wrote to residents and said: 
“Call police on 101 if there is 
anyone or anything at all 
suspicious near to your 
house. 

“I would also urge you, as 
you go about your usual 
business, to keep a look out 


for your neighbours’ houses. 

“If you see anyone climb¬ 
ing over a side gate, please 
call 999 straight away as they 
are almost certainly a 
burglar. 

“The more people there are 
looking out for these people, 
the more likely we are to pre¬ 
vent more householders 
from having to go through 
this harrowing experience, 
and, hopefully, we can catch 
these people preying on our 
community and put them in 
jail.” 

The Sunray estate has also 
been affected, PCSO Crook- 
shank said. 


Last week the Metropolitan 
Police warned of more po¬ 
tential gold and jewellery 
theft during the Diwali 
festival, which began 
last Thursday. 

The crimes disproportion¬ 
ately affect Asian families, 
police said. 

A spokeswoman said: “Un¬ 
fortunately the festival peri¬ 
od tends to see a spike in this 
type of crime largely due to 
more gold and jewellery 
being worn as the local com¬ 
munity travel across London 
to different venues 
whether temples, streets or 
other people’s homes.”

Teen ‘raped after offering man shelter’ 


A homeless man raped a teenag¬ 
er who offered him shelter after 
a night of drinking, a court has 
heard. 

Karim Tshibangu, 28, of no 
fixed address, allegedly forced 
himself on the 17-year-old in 
May after she arranged for him 
to sleep at a friend’s home. 

Kingston Crown Court heard 
this week that the teenager was 
told Mr Tshibangu, a friend of a 
friend, was sleeping rough. 

The woman, now 18, told police 
that after arranging for him to 
stay at a home in Tolworth, she 
spent the evening of May 2 with 
Mr Tshibangu, another friend, 
and that friend’s boyfriend at 
the home, eating pizza and 
drinking vodka. 

In a videotaped interview 
played to jurors, she added: “I 
was drinking slowly because I 
didn’t want to get drunk as 
much.” 

At about 3am the four went to 
bed.

The alleged victim agreed to 
sleep in the living room with Mr 
Tshibangu, he on the sofa and 
she on a separate mattress. 

She told police: “I thought I 
could trust him.” 

But as she was “half asleep” 
Mr Tshibangu forced himself on 
her, despite her protestations, 
she told police. 

After some time she was able 
to escape to the next room. 

Prosecutor Sophie Shotton 
said Mr Tshibangu told the 
woman “to keep this between 


the two of us”. 

The jury heard how the al¬ 
leged victim claimed she got 
away from Mr Tshibangu and 
went to raise the alarm with the 
other two, only for her friend’s 
boyfriend to persuade them to 
go back to bed. 

Miss Shotton said that in the 
morning “the defendant seemed 
to be both admitting and deny¬ 
ing that he had raped” the 
woman. 

Mr Tshibangu allegedly told 
her: “I don’t know what I did be¬ 
cause I was drunk, but I’m sorry 
to hurt you.” 

A complaint was filed with 
police. 

Mr Tshibangu was arrested on 
May 5 and taken to Sutton police 
station. 

John Kearney, defending, said 
although by the time the others 
went to bed, Mr Tshibangu had 
“passed out; he doesn’t recall 
anything until the morning”. 

The trial continues.

An internet paedophile who 
tried to persuade children to 
play “strip Twister” online 
was caught with more than 
600 indecent images of chil¬ 
dren at his home. 

But despite packing a bag 
for jail, he was spared prison 
at his sentencing on Friday. 

Kevin Hollingshead, 51, was 
found with 168 indecent im¬ 
ages and videos of the most 
extreme kind when police 
seized his Apple laptop earli¬ 
er this year. 

Other images found 
included extreme animal 
pornography. 

Hollingshead, of Portland 


Avenue, New Malden, attend¬ 
ed Kingston Crown Court for 
his sentencing dressed in 
black trousers and a grey 
sweatshirt - carrying a large 
overnight bag. 

But Judge Michael Hunter 
told him: “You have been 
given a chance today. 

“I have given you that 
chance because in your case 
this is the most effective way. 

“But if you do not take that 
chance you are not likely to 
ever get a chance like this 
again.” 

The court heard Holling¬ 
shead admitted having inde¬ 
cent images on his computer 
when officers turned up to 
search his home on May 8. 

When officers asked 
whether he had any offensive 
images on his iPhone he said: 


“Yes I have a picture of my 
penis,” adding that he did not 
know why. 

Officers seized Holling- 
shead’s laptop, iPhone and 
USB sticks. 

They found he had 
searched for “pre-teen par¬ 
ties”, “advanced chat pre- 
teens” and “pre-teen up 
skirt”. 

He had also engaged with 
children online asking them 
to play “strip Twister”. 

Defence counsel Hayley 
Brickel argued Hollingshead, 
who has no previous convic¬ 
tions or warnings, would not 
be able to rehabilitate or may 
reoffend later if he were sent 
to prison with other such 
offenders. 

She said: “This is somebody 
who is going to be monitored 


by the authorities for a very, 
very long time. Mr Holling¬ 
shead is very sorry for what 
he has done. He would never 
repeat such actions.” 

She showed Judge Hunter a 
letter from his neighbour in¬ 
dicating good character. 

But prosecutor Robert 
Evans said: “The indictment 
indicates attempts to make 
contact with other children, 
an attempt to take his offend¬ 
ing to another level.” 

Judge Hunter gave Holling¬ 
shead credit for his early 
guilty plea and handed him a 
two-year suspended sentence 
for nine counts of possessing 
indecent images. 

He will take an internet sex¬ 
ual offending programme 
and was put on the sex of¬ 
fenders register indefinitely.

Preventing suicide

Samaritans in Kingston are en¬ 
couraging anyone feeling low to 
get in touch and talk through their 
issues in confidence. 

The charity issued the reminder 
following the deaths of two people 
who fell from the same multi¬ 
storey car park in Kingston town 
centre this week. 

Both men died after falling from 
Eden Walk car park on Monday 
and Tuesday. Neither deaths are 
being treated as suspicious. 

Samaritans branch director 
Barry Fisher, 43, has been helping 
the charity for 15 years. 

He said: “Suicide is a very com¬ 
plex issue and often there isn’t one 
main reason why someone decides 
to take their own life. 

“Often it is a result of problems 
building up to the point where 
they can see no other way to cope 
with what they are experiencing. 

“When a person reaches a point 
where they feel suicidal, they 
often lose sight of being able to 
work through their problems. 

“They can feel completely con¬ 
sumed with hopelessness and 
often believe those around them 
will be better off if they are no 
longer here. 

“Talking can really help a per¬ 
son see a way through this and we 
would encourage anyone who is 
feeling low to reach out for help.” 

Mr Fisher also encouraged 
friends of people who may be

having suicidal thoughts not to be 
put off from addressing the issues. 

He said: “People are sometimes 
put off by not knowing the 
right thing to say, or fear they may 
say the wrong thing and make the 


person feel worse. 

“There isn’t really a right 
or wrong thing to say in such 
situations. 

“The best approach is simply to 
start that conversation with the 
person. Allowing them the space 
to talk and express how they are 
feeling is likely to be a relief and 
can often be the first important 
steps to seeking help. 

“There is a myth that if you talk 
to a person about suicide, you may 
plant the idea in their head - this 
is a myth.” 

Mr Fisher said Samaritans vol¬ 
unteers did not have all the an¬ 
swers or a “magical solution”, but 
could make each day more livable 
step by step. 

He said: “We will give you that 
space, listen, you can talk in confi¬ 
dence and we won’t judge you.”

A Chessington pensioner 
died after the methylated 
spirit her husband was using 
to cook fish caught light and 
started a fire that destroyed 
their house. 

Dorothy Whiteway, 90, died 
in the fire at her home in 
Moor Lane in July, as 35 fire¬ 
fighters battled to put out the 
flames. 

At an inquest on Wednes¬ 
day, October 22, West London 
Coroner’s Court heard the 
blaze started when Mrs 
Whiteway’s husband Roy was 
smoking mackerel in the con¬ 
servatory using methylated 
spirit. 

A fire investigation report 
said the spirit would have 
caused a “flash” and investi¬ 
gators believed Mr Whiteway 
fell, causing spirit to spray 
around the conservatory. 

The blaze developed around 
Mr Whiteway “very quickly”, 
the report added. 

Police Constable Ben Drap- 
er-Edwards told the court he 
thought he could see a person 
sitting in a chair through the 
fire and smoke, but was not 
sure due to the intensity of 
the flames. 

He said: “Roy Whiteway 
appeared very confused and 
dazed. I said to him ‘Is there 
anyone else inside?’ and he

said, ‘Yes, my wife Dorothy. 
She will be all right won’t 
she?”’ 

PC Draper-Edwards added 
Mr Whiteway told him he was 
smoking mackerel with 
methylated spirit when it 
caught light. 

Next door neighbour Alan 
Rendall, who pulled Mr 
Whiteway from the fire, said 
in a statement: “I went in the 
garden and saw Roy 


[Dorothy’s husband] on the 
floor in the conservatory. 

“I crawled in and managed 
to get him out and away from 
the fire and I called the fire 
brigade.” 

He added: “I knew [Mrs 
Whiteway] was wheelchair- 
bound and could not have got 
out the house by herself.” 

A postmortem examination 
found Mrs Whiteway died 
due to smoke inhalation

and burns. 

Delivering his conclusion, 
Mr Inyama said: “Dorothy 
Whiteway died as a result of 
an accident.” 

In a statement read out in 
court, son Steve Whiteway, 
the managing director of 
Epsom Coaches, said: “She 
was always very grateful for 
those who helped her in any 
way. 

“She was a kind, compas¬ 
sionate and wonderful lady 
and a loving wife to Roy 
through 63 years of marriage. 

“She will be sorely missed 
by all and never forgotten.” 

After the inquest, Mr 
Whiteway told the Comet: 
“Dad was blaming himself 
initially. 

“What he was doing would 
have been quite safe, but be¬ 
cause he isn’t very steady he 
fell over and it accelerated 
the fire. 

“He opened the door to get 
out and get the hose reel and 
oxygen got hold of the fire 
and that’s what made it so 
bad. 

“But he didn’t do it on 
purpose. 

“It’s a tragic accident and 
it’s just one of those things 
you can look back at and say 
‘Could you change any¬ 
thing?’.” 

Roy Whiteway was well 
enough to attend his wife’s 
funeral in September and 
now lives in a care home in 
Epsom.

Two coroners have failed to find conclusive 
evidence Ricky was murdered. 

But an investigation by the Police 
Complaints Authority (PCA) into 
Kingston police’s handling of the 
case took 15,000 hours to com¬ 
plete and cost about £125,000, 
using three times more 
resources than the investiga¬ 
tion into the death itself. 

The report said police failed in 
their duty and lacked sensitivity 
to minority cultures. 

Officers were criticised for failing to 
record the racial incident immediately or 


filling out a missing persons form and for 
insensitivity when breaking the news of 
the discovery of Ricky’s body to the 
family. 

It also founded allegations of 
neglect on the part of Police Con¬ 
stable Penman and Police Con¬ 
stable Lord - but no officers 
were reprimanded or charged 
with misconduct. 

It was recommended officers 
be retrained and Detective Super¬ 
intendent Bob Moffat, who ran the 
initial investigation, was accused of 
“lack of leadership”. He retired soon after.

Ricky vigil sees call 
for a public inquiry

The mother of Ricky Reel has 
called on the Metropolitan Police 
to launch a public inquiry into 
undercover spying. 

Sukhdev Reel, 65, whose son 
died after a night out in Kingston 
17 years ago, was spied on by un¬ 
dercover Met police officers as 
she campaigned to find out what 
happened to him, it emerged this 
year. 

Brunei University student 
Ricky, 20, vanished after going to 
Options nightclub on October 15, 
1997. 

He and his friends had been 
racially abused by a group of 
white men shortly before his 
disappearance. 

His body was found in the 
Thames in Kingston a week later 
on October 21. 

Mrs Reel has always believed 
her son was murdered as op¬ 
posed to falling into the river, but 
police have never found evidence 
to support this claim. 

On Tuesday, October 21, she 
held a vigil outside Scotland 
Yard to mark the anniversary of 
her son’s body being found. 

Mrs Reel said: “For years we

have been fighting for justice 
and the police have one excuse 
after another - when his body 
was found there were no forensic 

“They lost the CCTV before 
watching it. 

“They have wronged me. Just 
when I thought we were moving 
forward they bring it back. 

“I am really angry. They were 
spying on me when I was heart¬ 
broken and at my lowest. 

“They said they did not have 
the resources to investigate the 
disappearance, but instead they 
spent the money spying on me. 

“Ricky’s killers are not behind 
bars because they [the police] 
spent more resources on moni¬ 
toring my movements rather 
than investigating the case.” 


Mrs Reel has said Ricky’s dis¬ 
appearance was not treated seri¬ 
ously by Kingston police officers 
who initially suggested he may 
have run away from an arranged 
marriage or to be with a 
boyfriend. 

She said: “At the time they 
thought that’s what all Asians 
do. It was like stereotyping.” 

She said police in Kingston and 
her hometown West Drayton 
“passed her around like a foot¬ 
ball” and suggested the case 
came under the other 
force’sjurisdiction. 

On finding out about being 
spied on, Mrs Reel said: “I felt 
like my whole world had fallen 
around me - those 17 years, it 
was like a flashback to 1997 when 
I was running around looking 
for my son.” 

A police spokesman said: “The 
investigation into the death of 
Ricky Reel remains open and 
we would urge anyone with new 
information to contact the 
Metropolitan police. 

“Any new information will be 
dealt with sensitively and any¬ 
one who wishes to remain 
anonymous can call Crimestop- 
pers on 0800 555 111.” 

Mrs Reel’s petition for an 
inquiry has more than 77,795 
signatures.

Dons’ bid for stadium 
could go to the dogs

AFC Wimbledon could be 
based in Kingston for longer 
than they hoped if revised 
plans for a greyhound track 
at Wimbledon stadium are 
approved. 

Dublin-based businessman 
Paschal Taggart has unveiled 
plans for a far smaller grey¬ 
hound stadium, fewer apart¬ 
ments and a pre-school at the 
Plough Lane racetrack - and 
believes the new scheme will 
sink the Dons’ hopes of build¬ 
ing a football stadium in their 
spiritual home of Merton. 

Mr Taggart even called the 
Kingston Guardian’s sister 
paper the Wimbledon 
Guardian this week, claiming 
the Dons would need “a genie 
in a bottle” to beat his plans. 

He said: “We have reduced 
plans substantially. I don’t ex¬ 
pect AFC Wimbledon to have 
any chance of success - they 
need a genie in a bottle to get 
through the problems.” 

Mr Taggart initially pro¬ 
posed a £200m development of 


550 apartments and a 4,500- 
seater stadium. 

But he has now scaled the 
plans down to 230 apartments 
and 3,000 seats - at half the 
price of the original scheme. 

AFC Wimbledon’s bid has 
met with resistance from 
some nearby residents, while 
a report by Wimbledon Park 
Residents’ Association con¬ 
cluded that Mr Taggart’s 
scheme was “a more sustain¬ 
able and robust proposal at 
this stage of development.” 

The Dons’ own plans for the 


stadium were expected to be 
submitted to Merton Council 
“very soon”, according to 
chief executive Erik Samuel- 
son. But he remained silent 
on details of the club’s re¬ 
vised scheme. 

Mr Taggart said: “Our plan 
will be a blend of apartments 
and a beautiful stadium. Ev¬ 
eryone thinks this one is far 
better.” 

The plans will be on show at 
Wimbledon Park Hall, in 
Arthur Road, Wimbledon, on 
Tuesday, from 7.30pm to 9pm. 


The battle for Wimbledon 
stadium throws up further 
questions about the Dons’ fu¬ 
ture at Kingsmeadow, in 
Kingston. The club bought 
the leasehold to the stadium 
from Kingstonian FC in 2003. 

Despite renovations, it is 
widely accepted the ground is 
unsuitable for the level of foot¬ 
ball the Dons aspire to. That 
could mean the club moves out 
one day regardless - leaving 
non-league Kingstonian with 
a ground bigger than needed 
and expensive to maintain.

Kingston Council plans to reshape its 
sheltered housing services, introducing 


floating wardens” next year working 36 
hours a week. 

The service currently has onsite war¬ 
dens to deal with the running of homes 
and any issues residents need help with. 

Reg O’Neill, a resident of Sobraon 
House in Elm Road, Kingston, said: “Per¬ 
sonally I firmly believe that this move by 
the council is an infringement of all 
residents.

cannot get to the pull cord they are in 
trouble. 

“Totally deaf people cremate their din¬ 
ners in the oven by going to sleep, cannot 
hear the smoke alarms, and as such with 
no warden to use a pass key by the time 
the fire brigade arrives it’s too late.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor Yogan 
Yoganathan, lead opposition for health 
and social care, said: “How will they en¬ 
sure safety of all residents - some of 
whom are very vulnerable? 

“They need to show they are taking re¬ 
sponsible steps.” 

He said more consultation was needed 
and financial savings made clear. 

A Kingston Council spokeswoman 
said: “The changes to warden services 
will not deliver any savings, nor were 
they designed to. The changes are about 
service improvement.” 

Conservative Councillor Julie Picker¬ 
ing, lead for health and social care, said 
floating wardens would provide better 
care through differing skill sets either 
aimed at maintenance of the home or 
support to residents. 

She said: “It is very difficult to find a 
warden that has all these skills.” 

Darren Welsh, head of housing at 
Kingston Council, said: “The council is 
reshaping its floating warden service to 
provide more flexible services that can 
best meet the needs of local people. 

“These changes follow extensive con¬ 
sultation with our frontline staff and we 
are engaging with residents in all of our 
840 sheltered units to ensure that, when 
these changes are introduced in January 
2015, they will deliver most benefit to 
them.”

A teenage “joyrider” allegedly 
borrowed his parents’ car and 
took Kingston police on a fast and 
furious car chase before smashing 
into a taxi. 

A black Mercedes was spotted 
speeding through Kingston at 
about 3.30am on Sunday, October 
19. Officers tried to stop the driver 
in Wheatfield Way by Kingston 
College roundabout. 

The passengers got out, but the 
Mercedes sped off into 
Portsmouth Road before the driv¬ 
er was seen again later coming 
back into town from Penrhyn 
Road. 

Sergeant Jim Dicks said: “He 
had done a complete circle of the 


town while being pursued. 

“I don’t think the driver knew 
where he was going - he just went 
round the town centre in circles.”

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Property developers yet to reveal plan for Brighton Road land 

Plans for ex-garage 
site fuel speculation

Plans for a vacant petrol station 
in Surbiton will not be revealed 
until next year. 

But drivers who need petrol or 
a late-night pasty will probably 
have to go to Thames Ditton or 
Tolworth instead. 

The former Esso garage in 
Brighton Road is due to be demol¬ 
ished in November after fore¬ 
court owners Rontec sold the site 
to property developers Indigo 
Scott last month. 

It means the land will almost 
certainly be converted into new 
homes - although how many re¬ 
mains to be seen. 

Jon Davis, from Indigo Scott, 
said: “We are at the very early 
stages of discussion with the 
council.” 

A planning application could be 
submitted next year, he said. 

Liberal Democrat leader and St 
Mark’s Councillor Liz Green 
said: “Obviously you’ve got flats 
nearby. It seems like a logical 
thing that they would apply for. 
We do need housing.” 

But council leader Kevin Davis 


lamented the loss of another 
petrol station in the borough. 

He said: “I think there is an 
issue regarding petrol stations. 
We seem to be losing quite a lot of 
them at a fairly fast rate. 

“I don’t know whether it’s peo¬ 
ple buying less petrol. Even the 
one at Tolworth [Esso, in the 
Broadway] took an inordinate 
amount of time [to refurbish].” 

There are five petrol tanks 
below ground, filled with water, 
according to documents filed to 
Kingston Council. 


These will also be removed and 
the surrounding soil tested for 
contamination. 

A risk assessment for haz¬ 
ardous materials said containers 
would be clearly labelled and fur¬ 
ther assessments would be avail¬ 
able to workers on site. 

The forecourt will be broken up 
and reused. Demolition work is 
to begin on November 6. 

Hopes that a cash machine 
would remain in Brighton Road 
were buoyed by a separate appli¬ 
cation from Cardtronics UK.

Prepare for winter 

Simple steps to keep rental properties cosy and warm 


Winter is on its way and with it 
comes a number of risks to rental 
properties which can lead to 
costly problems for landlords. 

The good news is most of these 
are preventable. If you carry out 
the basic checks below. 

Check the heating system: 
Make sure the heating system is 
working as it should so there are 
no nasty surprises when it gets 
really cold. Have the boiler 
serviced regularly to keep it in 
good working order throughout 
the year. 

Check the pipes and brickwork: 

Look for any signs of leaks, 
breaks or blockages. Serious 
problems can occur when blocked 
or leaking pipes freeze during the 
winter, then expand and burst. 
Make sure they are secured to the 
walls properly and check the 
brickwork for cracks which could 
let water in. 

Sweep the chimney: If there is 
an open fire make sure the 


chimney has been swept, and 
provide a suitable fireguard for 
your tenant's safety. 

Keep the draughts out: Make 
sure your property is adequately 
insulated. Check the obvious 
draught points and fit draught 
excluders to any doors and 
windows that need it. 

Tell your tenants: Tenants need 
to be made aware of steps to take 
to protect the property from 
unnecessary damage during the 
winter. Don't assume that they 
already know. 

Ask them to keep background 
heating on at between 8C and 
IOC, to avoid burst pipes, 
especially if they go away. They 
should keep inner doors and loft 
hatches open to allow warm air to 
circulate and arrange for 
someone to check the property 
while they are away. Give them an 
information pack which includes 
this information, plus details of 
things like where stopcocks are 



located and basic boiler 
operation. 

Avoid condensation: 

Condensation occurs when moist 
warm air, like steam from 
showering or cooking, comes into 
contact with cold surfaces. To 
prevent it, make sure there is 
adequate ventilation and 
heating. Extractor fans in the 
kitchen and bathroom will help, 
as will closing doors, opening 
windows when cooking and 
washing and not drying clothes 
on radiators. 

Get the right insurance for 
emergencies: It is important to 
check you have appropriate 
landlords' building and contents 
insurance in place. Leaders offer 
an Emergency Repairs Service 
which covers all emergency call 
outs. Tenants are given an 
Emergency Helpline number, 
open 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year, to access vetted contractors.

New homes increase 


New home building across the UK 
hit its highest level in seven years 
in the third quarter of 2014. 

Figures released by the New 
House Building council (NHBC) 
show new home 
registrations are at 
their highest since 
2007 - up eight per 
cent on the same 
period last year. 

But the rate of 
increase was slower 
in Greater London and 
actually dipped slightly in 
the south east. 

"It is apparent that housing 
growth is no longer London and 
South-East centric, with these 
regions beginning to show signs 


of cooling," said NHBC's Chief 
Executive Mike Quinton. 

"However, the UK still has a 
chronic shortage of new homes." 

In total, 36,343 new homes in 
the UK were registered with 
NHBC between July and 
September this year, 
compared to 33,573 
for the same period 
in 2013. This is a 14 
percent increase for 
the private sector. The 
number of new homes 
registered in Greater 
London rose from 5,379 in 2013 
to 5,694 this year. The NHBC is 
the leading warranty and 
insurance provider for new 
homes in the UK.

Licence fees fall 

Drivers will save up to £150 million 
over the next lOyears as the cost of 
getting a driving licence is slashed, 
Chief Secretary to the Treasury 
Danny Alexander and Transport 
Minister Claire Perry announced last 
week. 

Driving licence fees will fall by up 
to 32 per cent as part of the 
Government's commitment to 
deliver savings to the taxpayer. 

The changes, which follow a 
recent public consultation, come 
into force from Friday, October 31. 
Drivers applying online will see the 
fee for a provisional driving licence 
fall from £50 to £34 and online 
renewals after 10 years fall from 
£20 to £14. The fee for driver 
tachograph cards - used by 
businesses to record how far their 
staff are driving - will fall from £38 
to £32.

WHAT'S NEW?: Fiat's evergreen 500 
has been turned into a 
fire-breathing hot hatch 
before by legendary firm Abarth, 
but the latest version is now a 
permanent addition to the range. 

Available in semi-sensible 
Turismo or the 100 per cent barmy 
Competitzione guise tested here, 
the Abarth 500 is not for the faint 
of heart. 

There's a turbocharged 1.4-litre 
petrol unit up front that offers a 
healthy 158bhp but more 
significantly 170lb.ft of torque. 

The exterior wears a seriously 
tough bodykit and gorgeous alloy 
wheel options, while there's stiffer 
suspension and uprated brakes too. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: It's hard not 
to love the look of this car. 

From a rational point of view, it 
has the proportions of a roller¬ 
skate, with a short wheelbase, big 
wheels and minimal ride height, 
but it just makes you want to get in 
and drive it. Any notion that the 
standard 500 is a car 'just for girls' 
is dismissed in a flash when it's 
turned into an Abarth. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 

Don't forget that the Abarth is 
still a city car, however much its 
transformation has rendered it 



better suited to the open road. 

So up front there is a respectable 
amount of space for adults but the 
driving position is better suited to 
those under six feet in height. In 
the rear it's kids or adults who are 
willing, rather than pure luxury. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: This 
particular 595 had the optional 
leather bucket seats, which are 
terrifically supportive and look 
superb. In fact it's very easy to be 
carried away with the options list, 
especially when the end result is so 
much fun. 

Drive the 595 in the manner it 
deserves and you'll revel in the 
gloriously torquey engine, the 


hilariously raucous exhaust note 
and the way in which it dives into 
bends with limitless enthusiasm. 

It's a car that works best when you 
chuck it about rather than use a 
delicate hand. Do so and it's a 
complete riot, as well as 
remarkably quick.

Keep a check on lights 


An estimated half a million cars 
with a defective light will present a 
greater hazard on the roads now 
the clocks have gone back, 
according to the AA, which is 
encouraging drivers to check their 
light bulbs. 

It says last year, faulty lights and 
failure to fix them contributed to 
168 road accidents in Great 
Britain, including four deaths and 
33 seriously injured victims. 

Cars with a defective driver-side 
front or back light can look like a 
motorbike from a distance making 
judging gaps and overtaking a real 
hazard, as well as increasing the 
risk of being hit following a 
breakdown. 

AA tips for checking your lights: 

Anyone attempting to change a 
bulb in their car should always 
read the car manufacturer's 
handbook and any guidelines 
supplied with the replacement 
bulb before proceeding. 

- Check all of them at least once 
every fortnight not forgetting 
headlights at full-beam, indicators 
and fog lights too. 



- Keep them clean - a build-up 
of dirt can limit performance. 

- Brake lights can be checked by 
reversing up close to a wall or 
asking someone to help. 

- Some bulbs can be relatively 
easily replaced but drivers of 
some cars, especially those with 
restricted access to the light units, 
will need specialist help. 

- Darker evenings also make it 
more important to keep the inside 
and outside of your car's windows 
clean to improve visibility. 

-Windscreen wash should be 
kept topped up and wiper blades 
checked periodically.
